construct new public buildings, 
expand pollution control efforts, 
and spur construction of mew 
homes, apartments and other 
projects.

A program to put people back 
to work is needed immediately, 
the luncheon gathering was 
told. 

“This is not a program like 
the old programs just to put 
people to work. These will be 
projects which are needed and 
which will improve the quality 
of life for the people in Illinois,”" 
he said. = 

‘The governor said the plan 
includes widening and 
resurfacing of 1,300 miles of 
dangerous roads, replacing 
hundreds of bridges, building 
new schools, hom and 
apartments, rehab’ ing 
mental and correctional in- 
stitutions, renovating Amtrak 
and commuter railroad 
stations, building three new 
state parks, additional airport 
construction, higher grants 
for private colleges and other 
programs. 

He said $2.2 billion is to go into 
construction work, with about 
half in general obligation bonds 
for schools and public facilities 
and the other half in revenue 
bonds for other construction, 
including industrial develop- 
ment 

The work would be done by 
private contractors, he added 

“What we are doing, in effect, 
is to lend the state's tax-exempt 
status: to developers,” he 
commented in explaining the 
bonding proposals. 

The governor's visit to the 
Round Table Restaurant was 
announced less than 24 hours 
before his arrival He 
apologized for the short notice 
and for being about a-half-hour 
late in arriving 

The event apparently was 
planned for about 50 persons 
and hectic last-minute 
preparations had to be made as 
the crowd more than doubled 
the expected number. 

Numerous officials had to 
wait more than an hour for 
lunch as the supply of food ran 
short. 

The governor was introduced 
by Mayor Lewis Krause of 
Collinsville, who cited recent 
criticism of spending proposals

Push for acquisition 
of new airport site 


“It should now be clear to all 
that Lambert is a limited air- 
port and that a new airport is 
needed for this region,” Carl E. 
Mathias of Granite City, 
president of the Illinois Metro 
East industrial development 
corporation, said in response to 
a statement issued by outgoing 
U. S. Transportation Secretary 
Claude S. Brinegar. 

“While the secretary said that 
Lambert Airport may have the 
technical capability to continue 
into the mid-1990s,"" Mathias 
continued, “we must recognize 
that his opinion is based on 
forecasts made during a period 
when this country is ex- 
periencing its worst economic 
downturn since the 
Depression.”’ 

‘‘What happens,"’ Mathias 
asked, “if the economy does 
turn around, as we are con- 
fident it will, and the forecast 
again becomes optimistic?” 

Referring to future 
technological advances which 
could aid in making it feasible 
for Lambert to be continued, he 
questioned what will happen if 
some or all of this new 
technology does not come 
about. 

Mathias said that the Illinois 
Metro East development cor- 
poration also is questioning the 
financial and environmental 
feasibility of depending on 
Lambert Airport to meet 1995 
needs. 

“Why spend $145 million to 
stretch Lambert for a few more 
years when a new airport will 
soon be-needed anyway? 
Mathias asked. ‘ 

“We think that all of thes 
questions must be weighed by 
the new secretary 

“We continue to be confident 
that he will make the decision 
which seems so apparent to us 
— that the new airport will be 
needed within the next ten

‘Prudent to land-bank' 


By CLAUDE S. BRINEGAR 
Retiring U.S. 
Secretary of Transportation 

For some time, the Secretary 
of Transportation has had under 
study a number of issues 
related to the question of the 
future development of a major 
new airport in the St, Louis 
area. 

On the basis of material now 
available to me, I have con- 
cluded the following: 

1. Because of recent down- 
ward revisions in the outlook for 
aviation growth in the St. Louis 
area, it appears that the present 
airport, Lambert Field, may be 

capable of serving 
ir carrier needs into 
the mid-1990s. 

2. Because of this changed 
outlook, it will be necessary to 
make appropriate revisions in 


the preliminary Environmental 
Impact Statement that has been 
submitted in connection with 
the proposed new site near 
Waterloo, Ill. 

It is my judgment that after 
these revisions, this site (a) will 
meet the necessary criteria for 
environmental acceptability, 
but (b) will not be needed as 
soon as previously believed. 

3. Because it is also my 
judgment that a new air 
carrier airport will one day be 
needed and Waterloo is the most 
likely location, I believe it 
would be prudent to “land- 
bank” that proposed site 

However, it is not now 
prudent to commit federal 
funds “to start construction. 
Various studies now under way 
will provide additional in- 
formation on this matter,

““Among others, the following 
express or implied accusations 
appeared in print: 

“1. That there was no such 
corporation as Three Square 
Construction Corp. 2. That no 
negotiations had taken place for 
the purchase of the land on 
which the building was sup- 
posed to be erected. 

“3. That no plans had been 
made to erect an office building 
on the proposed site. 4. That 
negotiations leading to the 
execution of the lease involved 
political underhandedness. 

“5, That those who negotiated 
the lease may have committed 
some criminal wrongdoing. 

“6. That the rentals provided 
in the lease were grossly ex- 
cessive and that the prior 
tenant, Thurl C. Jones, had 


“Overall, the articles 
strongly suggested that persons 
operating under the fictious 
name of Three Square Con- 
struction Corp. were per- 
petrating a hoax in what was, 
erhaps, a conspiracy to 
lefraud. 

“Regrettably, only the - 
Granite City Press-Record 
showed- responsibility and 
restraint and published only the 
facts, instead of spicing the 
story with false rumors and 
accusations. 

“On behalf of Three Square, 
which I had properly in- 
corporated, I offered to furnish 
a full written statement backed 
by documents which would 
reflect the inaccuracy of the 
accusations of wrongdoing. 

“It should be noted that no 
state or federal official, nor any 
other individual who had 
anything whatsoever to do with 
the organization of Three 
Square Construction Corp., the 
negotiation of the lease, the 
purchase of the land or the 
financing or construction of the 
building had expressed a belief 
that any wrongdoing had taken 
place. 

“Nevertheless, a legislative 
investigation was requested by 
our accusers. 

“Actual construction on the 
new office building began: on 
Feb. 6, 1974, and was sub- 
stantially completed on April 
26, 1974, when the Illinois 
Bureau. of Employment’ 
Security. took possession,” 
Theis recalled.

Now that the retiring U.S. 
Transportation Department 
secretary has advocated “‘land- 
banking” for a major new 
regional airport at Columbia- 
Waterloo, momentum appears 
to be building for starting 
acquisition of the site. 

Federal funds are available 
at present for purchase of land 
for future airport development, 
Arven H. Saunders said Friday. 

Executive director of the St. 
Louis Metropolitan Area Air- 
port Authority, Saunders said 
he has been told by the Federal 
Aviation Administration that 
acquisition funds may be made 
available to the SLMAAA as 
soon as requested revisions are 
made in its environmental 
impact statement. 

The revisions will take about 
a month, he estimated. 

Efforts also will be made to 
seek formal ratification of the 
site and air-space clearance. 

Lieutenant Governor Neil 
Hartigan urged Friday that 
“planning and construction” of 
the new airport proceed ‘“‘to 
avoid the risk of a gap in ac- 
ceptable service in the 1985-95 
period.” 

Establishment of the new 
airport would take about ten 
years, once started. Some of 
those who favor concentration 
on Lambert Airport in Missouri 
contend there is no urgency in 
starting to purchase a new site 
in Illinois. 

Governor Daniel Walker said 
through Press Secretary Norton 
Kay that Secretary Claude S. 
Brinegar “begs the point by 
saying that a slowdown in air 
traffic is the answer to the 
needs of the area. 

“The statement also comes at 
a time when unemployment is 
growing,

Fitness requires exercise

Exercise is a necessity for 
life. It should be, to some degree 
or another, a part of every 
person’s daily routine. 

Exercise is as necessary for 
adults as it.is for children. 
Exercise builds stronger 
bodies, keep people more 
mentally alert, makes people 
feel better and saves lives. 

According to the American 
Heart Association, physical 
activity may increase heart 
efficiency, oxygen content in 
the blood, blood vessel size, 
efficiency of blood distribution 
and return, red blood cell mass 
and blood volume, growth 
hormone production, and 
tolerance to stress. 

Allso, exercise may decrease 
cholesterol and triglycericle 
levels, heartrate, blood 
pressure, vulnerability, to 
heartbeat irregularities, over- 
reaction by nervous and her- 
mone systems, and strains 
associated with psychic stress. 

Of the nine risk factors in 
cardiovascular disease—(di- 


seases of heart and. blood 
vessels)— exercise has a direct 
or indirect bearing on five out of 
nine. 

One, exercise may reduce 
high blood pressure. 

Two, exercise may reduce 
cholesterol and triglycericle 
levels. Three, exercise may 
reduce nervous tension. 

Four, exercise may help 
someone lose weight. Five, 
exercise may improve a per- 
son's physical condition. 

Other than the, straight 
chemical advantages to 
exercise, there are a number of 
psychological advantages. , 

In the first place, if a person 
isn’t exercising regularly now, 
starting an exercise program 
means an investment of time 
and effort. A decision must be 
made. 

Tf the decision is at all serious, 
this generally means a definite 
change in life-style. 

A person who takes his 
physical condition seriously and 
invests the time and effort in an 
exercise program is more likely 
to watch what he eats. He is 
more likely to quit smoking, and 
he is more likely to see his

1974 canal freight down MArs. Bjorkman honored 


Freight .tonnage shipped 
through the Chain of Rocks 
canal during 1974 totaled 
56,575,494 tons, a drop of 192,954 
tons below the record high 
shipments af 56,768,448 tons that 
were’ locked through the canal 
in 1972. 

The 1974 tonnage figure 
reported by the U.S. Army 
Corps of- Engineers was 
2,352,316 tons higher than last 
year’s total of 54,416,132 tons. 

The near-record fieight 
movements last year included 
4,479,847 tons locked through the 
canal during December, ac- 
cording to a report released 
Friday. The December ship- 
ments included 1,503,478 tons 
moving upriver and 2,969;389 
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tons shipped downriver. 

A total of 5,888 vessels moved 
through the canal in 712 
lockages. The December 
movements brought to 70,407 
the total number ‘of vessels 
moving through the locks last 
year ina total of 8,693 lockages 

Last yeas 68,386 vessels 
moved through the canal in 
8,627 lockages. 

Upriver shipments during 
December included 581,000 tons 
of petroleum products,’ while 
the largest total shipments 
going downriver was 2,266,950 
tons of grain, the report said.

List tax tips 
for veterans 


The Veterans Administration 
offers some tax tips for 
veterans filing their federal 
income tax returns. 

In general, the VA said 
veterans benefits are exempt 
from federal income tax, and 
need not be reported as income. 

This exemption applies to 
dividends and proceeds from 
government life .insurance 
policies but federal estate tax 
does apply to insurance 
proceeds 

Interest earned on govern- 
ment life insurance dividends 
left on deposit or credit with VA 
is considered income and must 
be reported on federal income 
tax returns 

Among major tax exempt 
veterans benefits are com- 
pensation, pension, GI Bill and 
other educational assistance, 
including subsistence payments 
to vocational rehabilitation 
trainees. 

Also exempt are grants to 
service-disabled veterans 
eligible for specially adapted 
homes and cars, and clothing 
allowances for veterans whose 
prosthetic devices tend to wear 
out or tear their clothing, VA 
spokesmen advise.

Critics have focused on five 
issues: 

—Can the state actually sell in 
two or three years time $4.1 
billion in bonds—most of them 
general obligation bonds? 

—Can it do this without 
jeopardizing the top bond rating 
given by investment companies 
that makes Illinois bonds at- 
tractive and easily sold? 

—Can Goy. Walker and his 
agencies, as well as the building 
trades, get projects going and 
people working as quickly as 
the governor predicts? 

—Are those who are hit 
hardest by recession’ in 
Illinois—and by the strangling 
effects of rising prices—the 
ones who will benefit from the 
new largesse of state govern- 
ment? 

—Can the state afford to triple 
its debt service payments with 
the sale of this massive number 
of bonds proposed? 

Walker points out that 
Illinois’ state-supported debt, 
which includes indirect debt not 
associated with general 
obligation bonds, is lower than 
that of other comparable in- 
dustrial states. 

Bond authorization, which 
can be done by a three-fifths 
vote of the General Assembly 
under a new provision of the 
1970 Constitution, does not af- 
fect the rating, he says 

The actual issuance, he adds, 
can be spread out over several 
years and tailored to respond to 
market conditions to secure 
lowest interest rates. 

The state's bond counsel, 
Chapman and Cutler of 
Chicago, notes that interest 
rates have been dropping 
recently. The market is an 
emotional thing, affected by a 
number of factors, a spokesman 
for the firm said. 

But he sees no problem with 
issuing $300 million to $400 
million in bonds as well as the 
average yearly $250 million, if 
done responsibly. 

The biggest question is: Can 
the state use all that money 
two years—the time left in 
Walker's first term as governor 
and the time he allots for many 
of his building and renovation 
projects’ completion? 

Republicans like House 
Minority Leader Rep. James 
Washburn, R-Morris, point out 
that while the legislature has 
appropriated millions of dollars 
for various construction funds— 
for highways, schools and 
capital development—the 
governor has either vetoed 
them with the explanation the 
money couldn't be spent, or has 
just jet much of the money 
lapse. 

For this fiscal year, 1974-75, 
ending June 30, for example, the 
General Assembly —ap- 
propriated and Walker ap- 
proved the spending of $1.16 
billion in bond funds. 

“So far, the state has spent 
only $88 million, 

More than half of the $4.1 
billion Walker is advocating for 
his basic program is in bonds 
already authorized by the 
legislature. 

“Why in the worsening 
economy of 1973 and 1974 did the 
Administration cut back on 
bond programs, but today they 
want more than the imagination 
can fathom?,”* Washburn 
queried in a press release. 

“If this program were 
n its entirety, 
he said, ‘it would 

require a minimum of six 
months to get the machinery 
assembled and working. 

“By that time, the economy 
may have already started an 
upward trend.”

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Keeping solvent in 
a credit card era 


The day is coming, speculate 
some top-notch financiers, 
when only a few oldtimers will 
remember the feel of good, cold 
cash. 

Thanks to an_ increasingly 
credit-oriented world, a new 
economic life style has been 
born which foregoes the ex- 
change of the traditional 
greenback for the basic 
necessities of food, lodging and 
clothing 

Instead, the head of the 
household now tends to “buy on 
time” or in deferred payments. 

Then, as the bills arrive, he 
simply pays by check—drawing 
funds from an account in which 
he’s deposited not cash, but his 
salary check. 

The Illinois State Bar 
Association recommends that 
each person know the credit 
laws before being swept up in 
“credit card-itis.”” 

Under Mlinois law, a credit 
card is simply any plate, 
coupon, book, card or other 
credit device—or one of a 
number of other identifying 
descriptions—whick is issued 
for the purpose of obtaining 
property, labor or services for a 
deferred payment 

Some people complain about 
receiving unsolicited credit 
cards through the mail from 
various companies. 

According to the ISBA, the 
recipient is not chargeable for 
use of the card as long as he 


does not use it or authorize its 
use by another party. 

The undesired card should be 
either destroyed or returned to 
the sender. 

Introduction of ‘‘revolving 
credit” provided yet’ another 
area to be defined and regulated 
by law. 

Under this credit 
arrangement, the lender may, 
from time to time, make loans 
or advances to the account of 
the debtor through the means of 
drafts, items, orders for the 
payment of money or evidences 
of debt signed by the debtor or 
someone authorized by him. 

The lender then bills 
debtor on a regular basis. 


the 


Under a revolving credit plan, 
the law provides that the lender 
may collect interest not in 
excess of 1% per cent per month 
on either the average daily 
unpaid balance of the principal 
of the debt during the billing 
cycle, or of the unpaid balance 
of the debt on approximately 
the same day of the billing 
cycle. 

In addition to the interest 
charge, a lender may also 
collect a charge of 25 cents for 
each transaction in which a loan 
or advance is made under the 
revolving credit. 

Instead of this additional 
charge, an annual fee not ex- 
ceeding $20 may be made for 
the privilege of using the credit. 


Director is chosen for 
new drug abuse agency 


Gov. Dan Walker last week 
appointed Thomas B. Kirk- 
patrick Jr., 32, as executive 
director of the Illinois 
Dangerous Drugs Commission. 

Kirkpatrick was a fellow at 
the Drug Abuse Council from 
1973 to 1974. It is a private, not- 
for-profit research and policy 
analysis association based in 
Washington, D.C 

He did part of his research 
work in London to determine if 
the British experience with 
drug abuse treatment had 
application in the U.S. On his 
return, he published the article, 
“Answers to Drug Problems in 
England." 

Last year, Kirkpatrick was 
named director of criminal 
justice services for the Drug 
Abuse Council. 

An attorney, he established 
and recruited the staff for the 
Chicago Regional Office of the 
Justice Department's Law 
Enforcement Assistance 
Administration (LEAA) in 1969. 
He was chief of operations of the 
LEAA Chicago Regional Office 
until 1972, when he entered the 
private practice of law. 

An informal search com- 
mittee composed of Dr. LeRoy 
P. Levitt, director of the 
Department of Mental Health 
and Developmental 
Disabilities, Jack Foster, 
chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission, and Wayne A. 
Kerstetter, superintendent of 
the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation, | recommended 
Kirkpatrick to the governor to 
be executive director of the new 
commission. 

Kirkpatrick was born in 
Decatur and graduated from 
the University of Illinois in 1964 
with honors. He received his 
law degree (juris doctor) from 
the University of Illinois College 
of Law in 1966 and the master of 
laws degree from Northwestern 
University School of Law in 
1969. 

While studying law, Kirk- 
patrick gained first-hand law 
enforcement experience as a

deputy sheriff in Peoria County 
and later as legal advisor to the 
police departments in St. Louis 
and Charlotte, N. C, He also 
served as legal advisor and 
special investigator for the 
Arlington Heights and other 
northwest suburban (Chicago) 
police departments. 

He has been an instructor in 
law enforcement programs at 
three colleges in North 
Carolina. While in London, 
Kirkpatrick attended the 
Institute on Crime, Justice and 
Heroin at American University. 

He is the author of the 
American Bank Association's 
“Bank Protection Manual,” a 
Drug Abuse Council pamphlet 
on “The Role of the Prosecutor 
in Drug Enforcement’? and 
other published articles. 

Kirkpatrick will assume his 
new duties full-time March 1 af 
a salary of $32,000. 

The Dangerous Drugs 
Commission was established by 
the General Assembly last year 
to administer federal and state 
programs combatting drug 
abuse. The statute designates 
the director of the Department 
of Mental Health and 
Developmental Disabilities as 
the commission's chairman. ~ 

The commission administers 
a $5.87 million budget for the 
current fiscal year, mostly for 
treatment at community drug 
abuse clinics.

Stevenson unhappy with FBI 


surveillance because it 


By LESTER BELL 
Press-Record 
Washington Bureau 
Sen.

Stevenson declared in a 
statement.

© “The Congress must take 
Sction to protect the rights of all 
gitizens,” Stevenson continued. 
“J will ask the director of the 
FBI for a full report on all such 
Activity and, if in fact there is a 
file on me, for an evaluation of 
it,” the senator said 
“Sen.

The growing demand for food 
caused by population growth 
and the desire to upgrade diets 
requires that maximum ef- 
ficiency and the greatest 
possible production of food be 
achieved. a 

The efforts being made to 
persuade more Americans to 
consume less meat and more 
gain in their diet shouldn't be 
accepted without a clase look at 
the facts. 

In the United States, there are 
600 million acres of land that, 
for various reasons, are not 
tillable and can be used only in 
the production of grass. 

This huge acreage of grass 
must be fully utilized in order to 
altain maximum production of 
food in America. 

After all, forage produced on 
these lands cannot be used 
directly for human con- 
sumption. But it can be used 
effectively by the cattle and 
sheep that become steaks and 
chops 

In order to fully utilize the 
great amount of forage grown 
on these lands, the grazing of 


ruminant animals followed by a 
reasonable period of grain 
feeding is desirable. 

The period of grain feeding 
improves quality, adds to 
quantity, and makes it possible 
to salvage many feeds that 
otherwise would be wasted 
This makes a further significant 
contribution to the total food 
supply 

Grain feeding also helps the 
yearly distribution of the meat 
supply because grass 
production is seasonal 

When farmers hear the eat- 
less-meat boys make their pitch 
to the unsuspecting public, they 
can’t help but get a little “hot 
under the collar.” 

Farmers know, and they want 
the public to know, that when all 
aspects of the production of food 
are considered, the feeding of 
grain to livestock is both ef- 
ficient and desirable and ‘will 
add to the total supply of high 
quality food. -

‘Freedom’ in Philippines 


Editor & Publisher 
magazine—The Philippines, 
which once boasted of having a 
completely free press and 
observance of civil liberties, 
has suffered a complete about- 
face under the dictatorial 
regime of President Marcos. 

Freedom of the press has 
disappeared and once-free 
newspapers have been con- 
fiscated or closed 

The most celebrated case is 
that of Eugenio Lopez Jr. and 
Sergio Osmona who were im- 
prisoned two years ago for 
allegedly being involved in a 
plot to assassinate the 
president 

They were never formally 
charged and only because of a 
hunger strike started last 
October has their case become 
prominent. 

The press and information 
officer of the Philippine Con- 
sulate in New York stated last 
Christmas that Lopez and 
Osmona were among 1,076 
political detainees released at 
that time by the government 
“under the president’s policy of 
reconciliation, 


announced Dec. 11, 1974.” 

The fact of the matter is that 
the two men have not been 
released, are under heavy 
military guard in a military 
hospital, and as yet have not 
been charged with any crime. 

It is perhaps not well known 
that the Lopez family, once 
wealthy, gave up their 
properties in the Philippines for 
the safety and release of 
members of the family. 


Eugenio Lopez Sr., now living 
in San Francisco, gave this 
brief version in an interview 
with the Philippines News, 
published in that city: 

“When President Marcos 
declared martial law in Sep 
tember 1972, all of our family’s 
major business enterprises 
were either taken over or or- 
dered closed by the Philippine 
government 

“The Manila Electric 
Company, (MECO) which 
supplies electricity to Manila 
and suburban areas, continued 
to operate under the ‘super- 
vision’ of appointed military 
personnel. 

“The ABS-CBN corporation, 
the largest broadcasting 
company in the Philippines, 
owning and operating six 
television stations and 21 radio 
stations, was ordered to close 


all of its facilities. The Manila « 


Chronicle daily newspaper, one 
of the most widely read 
newspapers in the country, was 
also ordered closed. 

“The total assets of these 
three companies are in the 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

“In the course of the past two 
years, all these corporations 
have fallen into the hands of 
private individuals, individuals 
who are known to be close 
associates of Mr. and Mrs. 
Marcos and who have been 
branded by more 
knowledgeable persons as their 
‘front men’, that is to say, in- 
dividuals who are holding in 
their names properties on 
behalf of the Marcos family. 

“Most of the uninformed 


public assumed that ‘the 
wealthy Lopez family sold their 
multimillion dollar business 
enterprises to the Philippine 
government in order to 
liquidate their assets and get 
their cash out of the Philip 
pines.” 

“This impression 
strengthened by the publicity 
given by the Philippine 
government to the ‘sale’ of the 
Manila Electric Co. 

“Tt is time now for the public 
to learn the truth. The Lopez 
family's properties were not 
sold to the Philippine govern- 
ment; in fact they have not been 
sold to anyone. 

“Our properties were given to 
the Marcos family through its 
‘front men’ in exchange for the 
release of my son and for the 
safety of our family. 

“Some of our properties are 
now owned and-or operated by 
the ‘front men’ through some 
‘artificial agreements’ and 
some of them have been taken 
over without any type of 
agreement, legal or illegal.” 

The Lopez family has 
maintained its silence for two 
years in exchange for the life 
and freedom of Lopez Jr., and 
the safety of other members of 
the family, according to Lopez 
Sr. 

He has just recently started to 
speak out and tell the family’s 
side of the dispute. 

He beli¢ves that only 
“pressure from the free world” 
can bring justice back to the 
Philippines, and we have to 
agree

Winter Wonderland 
Trains, fertilizer 
and the economy 
topics of farmers 


By BILL WINTER 

The eyes of the state will be on 
Madison County Feb. 27 when 
the American Dairy Association 
of Illinois holds its annual 
meeting. Location of the 
gathering will be the Sunset Hill 
Holiday Inn on Route 157. 

This. fact and two Forum 
letters on this page today focus 
attention on the general subject 
of farming and on topics of 
current concern to farmers. 

One of the leading 
agricultural worries in Dlinois 
these days relates to the extent 
to which there will be access to 
railroads for a variety of crops. 

This state continues to be No. 
1 in America in agricultural 
production, and many of its 
areas have enjoyed good access 
to trains. 

Rail service to the 
agricultural‘ community of the 
Midwest is due for some 
changes now that the U.S. 
Supreme Court has upheld the 
constitutionality of the Rail 
Reorganization Act of 1973. 

The act calls for the U.S 
Railway Association to issue 
a preliminary rail system 
plan for 17 states ‘in the 
northeastern and midwestern 
part of the nation, including 
Mlinois. That plan, originally 
due in November, is expected 
Feb. 26. 

“Tt will tell us in detail what 
lines will be revitalized and 
upgraded, and those subject to 
possible immediate aban- 
donment in the state,” explains 
Robert Graves, who is traffic 
director for FS Services, Inc., 
the Illinois Agricultural 
Association and the Illinois 
Grain Corp. 

“Deadline for the final 
system plan is July 26 and from 
there it goes to Congress for 
review. 

“If Congress chooses not to 
act on the measure, it takes 
effect Sept. 24," he said 

“However, Congress may 
choose to revise and return the 
measure to the railway 
association for further study 
The plan would later be 
returned again to Congress for 
final approval,’’ Graves said 

“We are anticipating that a 
lot of our work during this year 
will be centered on the impact 
of the proposed rail 
reorganization in [linois 

“We will be compiling the 
results of a rail service survey 
conducted among our member 
companies in the state and 
using it as a guide. 

“The mechanics of rail 
abandonments are carried in 
the reorganization act. A notice 
of discontinuance must be 
issued by Oct. 25, 1975. Service 
would be discontinued by Dec 
23, 1975, and abandonment 
permitted by April 21, 1976. 

“On general grounds, we 
have been fighting the propased 
rail abandonments for some 
time because of the severe 
economic impact they would 
have on the agricultural 
community. 

“Farmers and the 
cooperatives they have 
organized to serve them depend 
on reliable quality rail service 
for the distribution of goods to 
and frem the farm,”’ Graves 
said. 

On another topic, Illinois 
Director of Agriculture Robert 
J. ‘Pud” Williams last week 
said American farmers have a 
“right to know” how officials in 
Washington make economic 
decisions which he said are 
“knocking the pins out from 
under the _ agricultural 
economy.” 

Williams made the remarks 
in a speech to the Mississippi 
Valley Farm Equipment 
Dealers Association at St. 
Louis. 

He challenged the President's 
economic advisors to come to 
the farm belt and see what is 
really happening in agriculture. 
He said farmers are caught in a 
cost-price squeeze that is 
“basically the fault of the 
federal government.” 

Williams said the effective 
embargo which had been 
placed on the export of grains 
had already undermined the 
market, as price controls had 
undermined the red meat 
producing industries last 
year. 

He commented that if the 
administration plan for a 
heavy import duty on 
petroleum. is put into effect, 
the cost of farming will be 
raised significantly. 

“Farmers won't be able to 
afford the inputs for maximum 
production, Williams said. 

“In the long run, that just 
doesn’t make much sense. 

“Tt will end up being in- 
flationary in both the 
processing and_ retailing 
segments of agriculture; it will 
provide no relief for the 
housewife; and it will probably 
end up hitting her harder at the 
supermarket than she already 
has been. 

“The farmers in this country 


not only have a right to know 
what the long range economic 
plans of the government are for 
agriculture, they have to know 
inorder to plan this year’s crop. 

“If the effective embargo on 
exports is going to be sustained 
so the price of grain is ar- 
tificially forced down, rather 
than being determined by a free 
market, the farmer has to know 
that. 

“If there is going to be an 
import duty on oil to artificially 
raise the price, of fertilizers, 
pesticides, fuel and everything 
else used to grow his crop, the 
farmer has to know that. 

“The farmer has to know 
these things to make a deter- 
mination as to how much to cut 
back on production inputs so he 
has enough money to Stay in 
business,"” Williams asserted. 

“Asa result of administration 
policies, the farmer’s products 
are not worth what they used to 
be. 


“Now he doesn't have the 
money to get the things he 
would otherwise buy and thus 
stimulate the economy 

“First, he decided not to buy 
that new car; next it will be the 
pickup truck, and then the corn 
planter and possibly even the 
combine. 

ery time he is forced into 
deciding not to buy, there is that 
much less work and that. many 
fewer jobs in the automobile 
and agriculture-related in- 
dustries. 

“Not just the farmer, but 
everyone, has the right to know 
what the administration plans 
to do next to the people who 
grow the food 

“For a long time now,. the 
government has claimed that 
its policy was to get out of and 
away from agriculture as much 
a sible. 

“The fact is that with its use 
of what was one of the healthiest 
segments of the economy as a 
poorly used economic tool, 
government is | more in 
agriculture than ever. 

“Instead of improving the 
general condition of the 
economy, the government is 
spreading economic. blight to 
the agricultural community.” 

On still another subject, 
Williams has urged egg 
producers, egg graders, hat- 
cherymen, inspectors and 
others interested in egg quality 
to take note of a Feb. 19-20 
Illinois Egg Quality and 
Grading School at Urhana 

Jointly sponsored by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
Consumer Marketing Service, 
the University of Illinois and the 
Illinois Department of 
Agriculture, the short course 
will stress practical lecture and 
laboratory sessions on egg 
quality determination and 
aspects of production and 
processing that affect quality
